which He then ſaw and ordained to be inhabited

And chis royal Standard of Heaven was firſt 
diſplayed on Earth, to the Confuſion of Devils and 


the everlaſting Wonder and Praiſes of Angels and 


Men, in that glorious Revelation and Promiſe to 
our firſt Parents, Gen. iii. 15. © A SkRD of the 
Woman to break the Serpents Head, with his bruiſed 
Heel: | 


Heaven then held out the Flag of ſovereign 
Grace, with theſe Words written on it; this Figure 
drawn thereon, ** A Serpent peircing the Heel of 
a Godlike Man, but his Head crufh'd by it. The 
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+ Ifaiah Ixiii. 1, 2, xlv. 22, 
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Standard bore the Image of God's dear Son, in our 
Nature, treading the Dragon, the Devil and Satan, 
into Hell; from off that Duſt, where it had crawl d 
and rear d its poiſnous Head. 


Indeed our Saviour is the En ſn lift up thro” 
the whole written Mord, and diſplay'd from Sab- 


bath to Sabbath, in the preached Goſpel He is 
lifred up on high by Moſes and the Prophets, and by 
the inſpired Apoſt les of the New Teſtament ; and 
after them, all the Miniſters of Chriſt in all his 
Churches, thro' the whole Earth and to the End 
of Time, are Standard- bearers; to bear his Name 
and Truth, his Law and Covenant, his Promiſes 
and Threatnings, unto all People. We preach 


Cheiſt crucitied, buried, riſen, aſcended and reign» 


ing at the Fathers right Hand,and coming again in 
the Clouds of Heaven. He was /ift up as an Eu- 


fien on the Croſs, and from the Grave in his Re- 


ſurrection, and yet more in his Exaltation to the 
right Hand of Power ! Chrift the Power of God 
and the Wiſdom of God, and the Righteruſneſs of 
God for us.

Strong 1s the Eye of Faith, and the Hand of 
Prayer, to reach the higheſt Heaven, and bring 
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down Salvation from the exalted Feſus. We muſt 
| look and admire, look and love, look and aſcend 

to Him on the Wings of ſtrong Defire and un- 
failing Faith. He has ſaid, John xii 32. And 
1, if 1 be lifted up from the Farth, will draw all Men 
to me, Amen, Glorious Logp ! 


From Heaven we alſo look for Him again, in 
Power and great Glory. The Angels of Jeſus bid 
the Diſciples do ſo in the Hour of his Aſcen ſion:

3. The Standard is ſet up, and the Enſign diſ- 
play'd, for People to gather wnto, and ſuch is Cbriſ. 
'To Him ſhall the Gentiles ſeek ; ſays my Text, and 
after it the Prophet goes on, He ſhall ſet up an En- 
ſign to the Nations, and gather the diſperſed of Fudah, 
and aſſemble the Outcaſts of Iſrael. 


This was the Ancient and famous Promiſe, in 
the Prophecy concerning Judab, and the Bleſſing 
wherewith his Father bleſſed him ! Gen. xlix. 
The Sceptre ſhall not depart from Judah, nor 
* a Lawgiver from between his Feet, until Shi- 
e loh come; and unto Him ſhall the Gathering 
{f of the People be. 
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This is the firſt Meaning and Uſe of the Stan- 
dard, for ſummoning and inviting Perſons to in- 
lit themſelves, and for the aſſembling of the in- 
liſted. The Tribes of Iſrael, in their Incampments 
and Marches thro' the Wilderneſs, had each their 
own Standard, and they pitched about their own 
Enſien ; Numb. ii. 2. Every one by his own 


Standard, with the Enſign of their Fathers 


%% Houſe. This made their Camp look beauteous 
and yet terrible in their Order and Array : 
* How goodly were thy Tents, O Facob ! as the Val- 
lezs were they ſpread forth, and as Gardens by the Ri- 
vers fide: He couched, he lay down as a Lion, and 
who dare ſtir him up? Numb. xxiv. 5, 9. 


The Spirit of Prophecy in afcer Times ſpeaks of 
this Uſe of the Enfion ||, to call the Nations from 
far, and to hifi to em from the Ends of the Earth; 
to come with ſpeed ſwiftly, with their Loyns girt ! 
And thus runs the Burden of Babylon; Lift ye 
up the Banner upon the high Mountain, exalt the 
Voice to em, and ſhake the Hand, to go upto her 
Gates: © I have commanded my ſanctiſied Ones, 
I have called my mighty Ones, & c. | | 


The Goſpel 1s preached to the Nations for this 


very End, to enter them in a War againſt Sin and 


Satan, and for the Defence and Support of the 
Kingdom of Chriſt, his Truths and Ways, People 
and Worſhip. We gather to Him as our Enſign 
by our Profeſſion of Faith in his Name, by our 
aſſembling to Worſhip from one Lords-day unto a- 
nother, in his appointed Ways. Of Him the 
whole Family in Heaven and Earth are named. 


j Tai. v. 26, 27, Xii. 2, 3. 
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To his one Altar the Tribes go up, to give Thanks 
to his Name, to Worſhip the Lord in the Beauties 
of Holineſs. — So the Tabernacle of the Lord ſtood 
in the midf of the encamped Tribes, and marched 
in the midſt of them, The Cloud, the Glory and 
Shechinah was their Standard; when that went 
they did, when that Food they reſted round a- 
bout it. Chriſt was there with his ſhining Hoſts of 
Angels, their Guard and Conductors, There 
were their holy Conwocations, there was the holy 
Law depoſited in the ſacred Ark, and there ſtood. 
the Altars of Burnt-Offering and Incenſe : There 
ſtood the golden Table with the Shew-Bread, and 
there hung the golden Candleſticłk, with the burn- 
ing Lights. All was but a Figure of Chriſt in the 
Fleſh, enligbining the Multitudes in the Mount 
with his heavenly Doctrine, feeding them with the 
Bread of Life, and then offering Himſelf a Sacri- 
fice on the Tree. The Day of Pentecoſt was the 
famous Time of the Ingathering of Fews and Gen- 
tiles together: Chriſt was the Enſign lifted up in 
the ruſhing Wind, and cloven Tongues, and the Thou- 
ſands of Converts ; the Tongues were for gathering 
in the Nations to him.

The Ar- 
my in Array is made terrible by their flying Co- 


lours. They are defying and threatning Signs. 


They threaten Death and Slaughter, Deſtruction 
and Deſolation. The Flag of Chrif. from Hea- 
Yen, is a bloody Flag to all his impenitent Enemies. 
It is the Flag of Death; the ſecond Death is written 
on it in black Capitals; Death /piritual and eter- 
mal ! Death and Hel following it. Rev. vi. 8, 


We read of the Garments of Vengeance for Cloatb- 
ing, Which the Redeemer puts on, when he repays 
Fury to his Adverſaries ; and this is the Standard 
lift up againſt the Enemy, when he comes in like a 
Flood.
